From a window there 
hangs over the main street one of the 
few French flags in this city. Others

residence of the commanding General, 
to whose courtesy 1 am indebted for a 
resting place. 

The General occupies a suite on the 
first floor, and it is most interesting to 
observe the respect of the few Germans 

still left in the hotel for the sentry, 
with fixed ‘bayonet, on guard right and 
day before his chief’s door. They salute 
punctiliously as they pass, and one feels 
as I have felt everywhere for the past 
two days in Germany, that it is not an 
unwilling tribute paid to the invader, 
but the customary mark of respect for 
one of the principal grades of that mili- 

tary hierarchy before which Germany 
has been trained to bow. 
The attitude of the inhabitants is well 
illustrated by the behavior of a fresh- 
“faced ‘little maf@' who waited on my 
table last night. At the beginning she 
was literally ‘trembling and scurried 
from, the dining room to the kitchen 
like a frightened rabbit; but when she 
found that neither thé French officer 
esocompanying me nor myself was dis- 
posed to eat her, she gradually plucked 
Up courage, and finally | went so far as 
to’ admit timidly that she thought the 
‘French rather nice. because they gave 
orders politely and didn’t make a row if 
kept. waiting .a few minutes. This 
thorning she was quite cheerful and 
| actually eted us with a smile as she 
apoldgized for the badness of the coffee 
because the :“‘American blockade has 
prevented us getitng any real coffee for 
the past year and a half.”

the war. Before that they seem to have 
got on pretty well, but all. remember 
America’s entry as the: date from. which 
the food shortage really became serious, 

Since then the meat ration ‘has been 
limited: to 100 grams \per head—at 
first twice, and during the last six 
months once weekly. ‘The allowance of 
bread has long been fixed at 400 
grams ‘weekly. Its: appearance ‘and 
nutritive quality are as bad as its taste, 
which suggests a combination of’ mud 
and sawdust. Potatoes were distributed 
to rich and poor alike by the municipal- 
ity at the rate of one pound per head 
weekly, costing 12 cents instead. of 2 or 
3 as before the war. Cabbages, beets, 
and carrots\have been plentiful through- 
out, but the scarcity of eggs-—one every 
fortnight—and milk—unobtainable save 
for infants and invalids on doctors’ cer- 
tificates—proved a serious deprivation. 


Complexions Show Malnutrition. 


Though the inhabitants ‘do not look 
thin and do not seem ‘to have suffered 
real hunger, most of them, ‘especially 
the children, have an unhealthy, waxy 
complexion, characteristic of malnutri- 
tion. In this hotel, however, ‘and in the 
leading restaurants, the menu is fairly 
abundant for those who can afford it. 

There is veal in large quantities at 8 
marks per portion, with potatoes, ham, 
.cold or cooked,;* 2 marks; beef; very 
rarely, 10: marks; excellent potato or 
Other vegetable soup,' 1 mark; hare and 
vegetables, 8 marks; best’ Strasbourg 
paté de fole gras, with toast; 8 marks, 
and even pancakes or sweet omelet. at 
10 marks. “All portionsare consider- 
ably larger than tho@® served in Paris, 
and on-the whole prices. seem’'to con- 
trast pretty favorably with those of the 
French capital. It is, possible to. drink 
poor beer at half a mark a litre, and 
any amount of German wine at normal 
rates. 

It seems—something which I observed 
in Alsace-Lorraine and- Belgium—that 
the well-to-do classes, were . more fa~ 
vored, a8 compared with their poorer 
brethren, than in France or England.

Cheese is served for breakfast ‘instead 
of eggs or bacon. Coffee is ersatz, or 
substitute, made from corn, and not 
bad.

In 
the hotels potatoes” and cabbages come 
up with the meat, but the prices are 
high, and hotel life is not a safe way of 
judging conditions. of the people’s food. 

A woman in a tobacco shop yesterday 
t6ld ‘me that miany children died from 
malnutrition, and. that in the poorer 
quarters of, the German towns one sees 
children with pinched faces.

-eult:to get at the truth, but so far as I 


can. find it I have the impression that 
there have been. periods of scarcity which 
reached a crisis last Spring and that 
how after a good harvest the food situ- 
ation is better, especially on the edge of 
the Rhineland, where the country is very 
rich.

One of the 
chief functions that its officers per- 
form when they visit foreign ports is 
the representative of conveying to all 
nations the good-will of the United 
States. An important part of the edu- 
cation of a naval officer, therefore, is 
instruction in international law and 
diplomatic usage. He is under spe- 
cial obligation to see to it that what 
he does or says shall not embarrass 
his Government in its foreign rela- 
tions.

The War Labor Boaré, through its 
joint Chairmen, William H. Taft and 
Basil M. Manly, yesterday gaye out 
ecrrespondence with the Bethichem Steel 
Company asserting that the awards and 
jurisdiction of the board in fixing wage 
scales and adjudicating efifferences be- 
tween employers and workers extended 
until a peace treaty was ratified and 
the war was formally declareg to have 
ended. The War Labor Board said i 
insisted that whatever adjustinents were 
made to meet the conditions of peace, 
either by change m contraets or the 
reduction of working forces, and all 


agreements affecting wage seales and 
plans for colléctive bargaining arranged 
by the board during thea war, should 
remain in. effect. 

This letter of the board was in reply 
to a request of the Bethlehem company, 
after the armistice was signed and 


canceled, that the War Labor Board 
withdraw its agents who were working 
ou wage awards in the steel mills. In 
conjunction with this request was the 
assertion that the company could not 
aceépt a finding affecting the machine 
shop employes made on Nov. 19. Prest- 
dent EB. G. Grace said that the com- 
pany wished to proceed at once with 
readjustments of its working force, 
made necessary by the cessation of hos- 
tilities, and to lay its ow#' ‘plans for 
dealing with its workers. Im referring 
to the War Board ruling fot a ,wage 
scale retroactive to Aug. 1 last, Presi- 
dent Grace repeated that the company 4 
was willing to pay the back wages if 
the additional amount was forthcoming 
from the War and Navy Departments. 
The letter of President Grace follows: 
BETHLEHEM STBEL COMPANY, 

South Bethiehem, Penn., Nov. 27, 1918. 

Gentlemen—On Nov. 19 your examiners 
announced a finding applicable te eur ma- 
chine shop employes at Bethlehem. -This 
we are unable to adopt, as it was pre- 
ceded by the cessation of hostilities, with 
_ the consequent cancellation of, or restric- 
tions on, the greater part of our orders 
on which these employes were engaged. 
As to back-pay from Aug. 1 toe the date 
of change in the munitions pregram, We 
are willing, as we have before stated te 
you, (in our letter of Sept. 13,) and the 
War and Navy Departments, to pay ovér 
to the employes any increase covered by 
this departure in the form ef addittonal 
compensation to us for the purpose. 

In view of the problems which confront 
us at Bethlehem, (our force there being 
four times as much as at the outbreak of 
the European war,) mey we. suggest the 
desirability of withdrawing your examizers 
which are still at our plant, thus per-

TURNED OUT 25,000 FLIERS. 


Record of Camp Dick, Dallas, Texas, 
Since Its Opening Last January. 


DALLAS, Texas. Dec. 8.—More than 
25,000 fliers have won their ‘‘ wings ”’ 
since last January at Camp Dick, the 
greatest aviation concentration camp in 
the United States. This was revealed 
for the firet time in figures made avail- 
able by the armistice. 

The Dallas camp, while neither a 
ground school nor a flying school, was 
the neck of the bottle through which 
practically all aviators who have entered 
the service since its establishment, Jan.

Men came to it from the five chief 
ground schools, Princeton, Cornell, and 
the Texas, Illinois, and California Uni- 
versities.

Colonel Charles Crawford of .the regu- 
lar army, now at U. S. Hospital No. 1, 
Wittiamsbridge, referring to the ‘‘ single 
regiment of the 3d Division ” mentioned 
in General Pershing’s report that ‘““wrote 
a brilliant page in our military history ”’ 
at the second battle of the Marne, said 
last night that in the interest of history 
he desired to announce that this organi- 
zation was the 38th Infantry, (regulars,) 
commanded by Colonel Ulysses G. Mc- 
Alexander, with Colone! Frank H. 
Adams second in command. 

“* This regiment, together with the 30th 
Infantry and the 9th Machine Gun Bat- 
talion, constituted the 6th Infantry 
Brigade under my command during the 
operations referred to,’’ he. continued. 

‘The brigade was holding the ground 
on each side of the Surmelin River, 
which flows north into the Marne be- 
tween two high wooded tablelands. 
Whese upland wooded areas were the 
German objectives, because their posses- 


sion would make easy the capture of i 


the country for some miles to the south 
and would outflank our troops toward 
Ch&teau-Thierry some five miles west, 
therefore some fifty batteries were con- 
centrated opposite us. Our estimate of 
over 200 rapid-fiye hostile cannon is 
made from prisoners’ reports and the 


effect of the bomberdment which opened | 


at midnight and which was concentrated 
especially on the positions of the 30th : 
Infantry in the woods. In a short time | 
these woods were converted into abattis | 
by the gunfire poured upon them, so that 
it was difficult for an individual soldier 
to make his way through.

fire the Germans crossed the Marne in 
front of the 50th infantry, holding the 
left of the brigade line, where this regi- 
ment had a wide area to defend, and!

The National Security League an- 
nounced yesterday that its poll of the 
men who will be members of the Sixty- 
sixth Congress shows definite commit- 
ments in favor of universal military 
training by 145 Representatives and 39 
Senators. This response from the na- 
tional legislators was received in reply 
to a letter sent to each of them by 
lloyd Taylor, Chairman of the league’s 
Universal Military Instruction and 
Training Committee. The league is not 
advocating any particular plan of mili- 
tary training, but sought an expression 
of apinion on the basis of the principle 
of the project. 

Those so far heard from who oppose 
vniversal military training include nine 
Representatives and three ‘Senators.

‘FREEDOM’ AT THE CENTURY IT 


England and America’s Struggles 
Shown on the Stage.

enacted, or should be. There is some- 
thing wrong with the legislative ma- 
chine, as well as with the bill, when it 
fs possible that the levy of the year’s 
taxes should be left to the last month 
ef.the year, and that such pains 
should be taken with a bill put up to 
be beaten. The proposers and the 
opponents of the bill think of some- 
thing else than the country’s welfare 
when they carry their manoeuvres to 
guch extremities. They condemn them- 
selves as practical men, as well as 
partisans, by so doing, since it would 
have been more reasonable for one 
side or the other to recognize the 
deadlock, and reach the controlling 
vote more easily and quickly. The 
Prospect is that we shall see this 
year’s taxes collected on the basis 
which was condemned on last year’s 
experience. The Congress which has 
just received the country’s mandate 
will meet in March with certainty pro- 
portioned to the necessity of the case, 
and it can deal with any deficiency 
then developed with better information 
and authority than the present un- 
lamented Congress. 

The bill provides for the six billions 
which Secretary McApoo estimated to 
be wanted, and on the day that the 
bill is reported Secretary BAKER re- 
duces his estimates by a larger sum. 
There will be other reductions on a 
like scale. The Senate reduces the 
House tax total by more than any 
mormal year’s taxes, and leaves the 
largest total any nation ever levied. 
At the same time Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Roper reports that this 
year’s collection was fourfold the pre- 
vious year’s payments. This suggests 
merely that the tax-layers do not know 
What they are doing within a few 
billions. For an example of omissions 
a@s well as inclusions, it may be speci- 
fied that the country is under obliga- 
tion to pay a guaranteed price for all 
the wheat the farmers can raise, and 
that no provision is made for financing 
perhaps a billion bushels. - The loss 
will be less than the total in propor- 
tion that the price of bread is kept 
high, or that our allies ‘can be induced 
to share the burden which was as- 
sumed on the world’s account. If 
there were anything like businesslike 
conduct of legislation, such a liability 
as this would be reported to some cen- 
tral authority and provision made for 
it, as well as for such reduction of de- 
mands as might result from cancella- 
tion of war contracts instead of their 
fulfillment.

Our leading business or- 
ganizations and tax experts have made 
suggestions to which scantest atten- 
tion has been paid.

THE LEAGUE OF COMMON IDEALS. 

Mr. DEPEw, who to forestall con- 


uid ng | troversy, as to who is to be his suc- 
- | cessor as New York's chief after-din- 


ner speaker seems to have resolved 
upon permanent occupancy of the 
place himself, spoke with even more 
than his old-time power and felicity at 
the luncheon of The Pilgrims in honor 
of the British Army and Navy on 
Saturday. 

It was Britain’s Day, marked in 
many cities, throughout the country 
by notable demonstrations of the cor- 
dial sentiment that makes the two na- 
tions one in their rejoicing over vic- 
tory, and in recounting the triumphs 
won by the arms of both the speak- 
ers at The Pilgrims’ luncheon had :a 
responsive audience... It was natural 
that Mr. Depew should speak of the 
League of Nations, a subject to which 
men's thoughts are much turned in 
these days. His words will give en- 
couragement to those who see in the 
League.the assurance of peace and 
justice In the world: 

But, my friends, there is a league of 
nations that belts the globe, it is all- 
powerful... It is a league held together 
without formal treaties or alliances. 
It is a league of common ideals, the 
same apprehension and practice of lib- 
erty and law, the same determination 
to maintain and defend humanity, 
right, and justice. It is ad league 
brought together es never before by 
common sacrifices, common suffer- 
ings, common victories. It is the 
league of the English-speaking “wn 
of the world. 

That thought is coming to broader 
acceptance every day; that hope 
newly inspires the workers who have 
long been striving to make the League 
a living thing. It can never be 
brought into being save upon the basis 
of ideals common to its member na- 
tions, a common belief that certain 
things are right and certain others 
wrong, and that the world will be bet- 
ter and happier if the nations holding 
these ideals and these beliefs unite to 
prevent and punish wrong. 

But if the English-speaking peoples, 
one in their conceptions of liberty and 
law, already constitute a league for 
the right, is it not equally plain that 
France and Italy and Belgium, who 

have made their tremendous sacrifices 
for the same beliefs, for the defense 
and triumph of liberty and law, are 
by that title members in the best of 
standing within the league spontane- 
ously originating on the battlefields of 
the war? 

The work of organizing the League 
of Nations is very far advanced even 
before the delegates to the Peace Con- 
ference have reached Paris. ‘ 
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WHAT BOOKS WILL BE READ? 

Problems of after-the-war recon- 
struetion, of raw material, of markets 
and demand, are just now the supreme 
topic in most industries, and not least 
among the publishers of books and 
magazines, whose trade is still one of 
the foremost in American business 
life. Proof of this is furnished by the 
controversy now going on as to what 
people are going to read in the next 
few years, which seems to arouse con- 
siderably more public interest than the 
disputes, equally vital to other indus- 
trial circles, of what kind of toys will 
prevail in the nursery. Whether the 
library is nearer the heart of the home 
than the nursery one: may. not say, 
but it certainly can stir up more acute 
and embittered argument. 

_PubHshers and magazine editors are 
an imitative lot. The idea that springs 
to life in the brain of the editor of one 
publication on Mohday is the unchal- 
lenged tenant of the brain of every 
other magazine editor on Tuesday. 
And a war which ended suddenly has 
dealt to the editors and publishers a 
blow not much less severe than that 
which it inflicted on them by begin- 
ning with so little warning. Today as 
in the beginning of August, 1914, 
there is doubt and much peering into 
the future; today as then much mate- 
rial bought and paid for at a great 
price must be thrown away, for just 
as then the conclusion was that the 
world would read about nothing but 
the war, so now there is confidence 
that it will read about everything but 
the war. ; 

In this field as in every other the 
occasional Napoleon is the man who 
guesses in advance of the rest. And 
there may be even at this moment in 
this intellectual capital of America 
some giant of the publishing world to 
whom has occurred the notion that 
after the war, as before the war and 
during the war, people are going to 
read good books; not books of supreme 
literary merit, necessarily, but books 
good of their kind; and that excel- 
lence in their kind is perhaps more 
important than an adventitious and 
sometimes sadly misjudged ‘‘ timeli- 
ness "’ of topic. Some of the greatest 
successes, notably in fiction, of the 
war period were books that all but 
ignored the war; and even among war 
books some were successful and others 
not.

Without any real fear or danger of 
Bolshevism, the Germans seem to be 
trying to arrange deliberately a break- 
up of the German Empire into ‘sep- 
arate States, after the manner of Rus- 
sia. In the German ‘“ Revolution ”’ 
the people count for little. They are 
used to being told what to think and 
do. Their political incapacity was 
admitted cynically by their leaders 
during the old régime. In the sup- 
posed new dispensation they are 
guided, obscurely or openly, by sub- 
stantially the same hands.

‘Mable thing in Mr. Kent’s farrago of 


mischievous Parisian gossip was his 
suggestion: of a’ competition. in naval 
armaments between England and the 
United States. If there are Americans 
in Paris who attribute to Englishmen 


or to the British Government any spirit 


of jealousy or suspicion because of the 
enlargement of the American Navw they 
surely are suffering from nightmare. 
There was a time when in Canada some 
of our more ignorant. people believed 


}that the white fleet: which was. being 


developed, I cannot say just how many 
years ago, was destined for the conquest 
of Canada, and predicted that it would 
before many years be invading our sea- 
ports. Those were the days when the 
notorious Benjamin F. Butler was ang- 
ling for the ‘vote of the Cape Ann fisher- 
men; and putting up his hypocritical 
prayer not to be led into temptation, 
the said temptation being that of poach- 
ing upon. the inshore fisheries of the 
maritime provinces of Canada. All that 
is now ancient, and, for the most part, 
happily forgotten, history. Those quarrels 
have been definitively settled, and all 
the clouds that lowered o’er our house 
inthe deep bosom of the ocean buried. 
Since those days a common policy be- 
tween the two nations with reference to 
the open door tn China, the restraining 
hand of the British Government upon 
Continental powers which were conspir- 
ing: to take advantage of the Spanish 
war as an occasion for the embarrass- 
ment and humiliation of the American 
Government and people, the part played 
by the British naval Commander in the 
battle of Manila Bay, as testified to by 
Admiral Dewey in his autobiography, 
had already put an end to all such. fool- 
ish international suspicions between: the 
United States. and Great Britain, and 
rendered a breach of the peace between 
these two great powers as unthinkable 
as @ war between England and Canada. 

The truth is that there never has been 
a moment since the settlement between 
the two nations by the peace at Ghent 
in. December, 1814, when the assured 
ascendancy of the British Navy has not 
been one of the essential: conditions: of 
the security. and comfort of the western 
world in general, including the United 
States and Canada. 

In the very interesting book entitled 
‘* Pan-Americanism,”. by Roland G. 
Usher, Professor of History in Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, the. writer 
brings out this fact in his chapter on 
‘The Supremacy of the Sea.’ “We 
cannot,” he says, ‘explain or under- 
stand the history of the United States 
if we omit from our consideration the 
sea power in England’s hands. To it 
is due the predominantly . English 
character of American civilization. The 
English supremacy of the sea funda- 
mentally was and is a domestic neces- 
sity, maintained rather as a part of 
Bngland’s. defensive position on the 
Channel than for the purpose of exert- 
ing influence in different parts of the 
world. . It is this fact which we must 
firmly grasp if we are to understand 
the relation of English sea power today 
to international alliances in general and 
to the, United: States in particular.’’ 
Her fleet ‘‘ was not created to threaten 
or rule ‘other nations, and exerts an in- 
fluence in international affairs only as 
a result of its necessary existence for 
the maintenance of domestic peace and 
prosperity. ‘It is today so vital for de- 
fense that it could not possibly be used 
for aggression alone; to risk in an of- 
fensive war, undertaken purely for ag- 
gression, the very bulwark of. the na- 
tional existence would be folly of the 
worst description, a fact of the utmost 
consequence in the study of interna- 
tional affairs.’’ 

The fact that the people of England 
could be reduced to starvation in a very 
few’ months, perhaps in a very few 
weeks, if they could not depend on the 
safety of the ocean lanes for their food 
ships, makes it absolutely necessary that 
they should have a ‘navy able to cope 
with any conceivable hostile combination 
of powers. They have always made this 
their standard of safety. But in taking 
account of their possible enemies they 
have invariably, persistently, and em- 
phatically refused.to consider the United 
States as being among the number, and 
they will more emphatically refuse to do 
so now than ever before. It is this con- 
sideration that makes it so utterly de- 
testable and shameless a thing for Mr. 
Kent to have even hinted at the. possi- 
bility of conditions arising when such 
a calculation should have to be made. 


ot Nova Scotile. 


The bare suggestion of such a possi- 
bility is a crime against humanity: and 
a foreshadowing: of the possible collapse 
of human - civilization. 

Let me proceed to adduce Professor 
Usher's testimony: to. the moderation and 
the spirit. of equity in which the enor- 
mous and preponderating sea-power of 
England has been exerted and the es- 
pecial friendliness with which it has, 
ever since the unfortunate events pre- 
ceding 1812, been governed in its rela- 
tions with the people and Government 
of the. United States. In 1823 Jefferson 
wrote to Monroe: ‘ Great, Britain is 
the. nation which can do us the most 
harm of ‘any one or al] on earth; and 
with her on our side ‘we need not fear 
the whole world. With her, then, we 
should cherish a cordial friendship.” 
** This,’’ says Professor Usher, ‘‘ has in 
fact been our policy, although it has 
rarely been openly avowed and has 
often been threatened with. rupture by 
the: rise of ‘other interests upon which 
we clashed with England.’’ I suppose 
he has in ‘mind the fishery disputes; the 
painful questions arising out of the civil 
war, the Behring Sea controversy, the 
Alaska boundary question, and a, num- 
ber of ‘similar difficulties, any one of 
which would have sufficed to bring 
about a war with England had they oc- 
curred’ between that country and any 
European power. 

But this is, perhaps, a little aside from 
the track which it was my intention to 
follow. Let me return to my thesis. 
‘England, on her part,’’ says’ the 
learned historian, ‘' has seen the wisdom 
of using her sea-power with modera- 
tion, and of performing with scrupulous 
exactitude the various duties it imposed 
upon her In the interest of other nations. 
An excellent merchant marine, afford- 
ing other nations dependent upon her 
prompt, adequate, reasonable service, 
with low freight rates, low insurance 
and brokerage, has’ been and still is es- 
sential to the continuance of her au- 
thority. She must freely and without 
compulsion do for them what they would 
otherwise have to do for themselves, and 
be satisfied with the normal profits 
which their own.merchants might have 
expected to pay to a merchant marine 
of their own. So much was obvious. 
Never to abuse her power was equally 
important. It should. never be stained 
by aggression, and the line between ag- 
gression and defense must be‘ strictly 
drawn and never exceeded, in reality, 
the moderation and wisdom with which 
England has used her authority are more 
responsible than the strength of her 
fleets for the length of time that she 
has been supreme and for the relatively 
few times in the past when' her control 
has beén really threatened, or, indeed, 
advisedly questioned.”’ ‘ 

‘* Since the war of 1812 harmonious re- 
lations have been the rule with England, 
the mutual interests of both in reaching 
agreement in hearty co-operation have 
been recognized, and such a cordial un- 
derstanding with England is one of the 
few settled facts in American diplomacy. 
To this sea power and all that goes with 
it our whole economic fabric has ‘been 
adjusted. Upon it nearly everything de- 
pends. We have never known any other 
condition, and have had no serious rea- 
sons since 1815 to desire to change it.”’ 
“The chapter: closes with the following 
words: 

“The recent growth of foreign navies 
has caused a concentration of English 
ships in European waters, and has made 
us feel it desirable to strengthen our 
navy so as to be able to protect. our- 
selves against any other power than 
England. There could scarcely be a 
more striking testimonial to our. confi- 
dence in the fairness of England, of our 
belief in the strength of her friendship 
for us, and in the firmness with which 
she means to maintain her policy of de- 
fense.”’ 

These words. were written in 1915, at 
a time when. there was no apparent prob- 
ability of the United States being asso- 
ciated ~with England in the prosecution 
of the war. In fact, the theme of Mr. 
Usher's book was a speculation as to the 
position the United States would be in 
relatively to the victor in the European 
war. As the United States is itself one 
of the victors, Mr. Usher’s question can 
no longer be raised. But surely nothing 
has eccurred to diminish the strength of 
England’s friendship for the Republic, 
and the comradeship in arms must have 
brought about an entente more secure 
and more durable than eny “ entangling 
alliance ’’ would have been.

In Appeal to American People the 
President Points to the Needs 
of Stricken Lands. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. — President 
Wilson, in a proclamation made public 
today, calls on every American to join 
the American Red Cross during Christ- 
mas Roll Call Week, Dec. 16 to 23, 
and thus send forth to the whole human 
family the Christmas greeting for which 
it waits and for which it stands in 
greatest need. The proclamation, pre- 
pared before the President sailed for 
Europe, follows: 


To the American People: 

One year ago twenty-two million 
Americans, by enrolling as members 
of the Red Cross at Christmas time, 
sent to the men who were fi hting 
our battles overseas a atimamnting 
message of cheer and good-will. The, 
made it clear that our people were 
of their own free choice united with: 
their Government in the determination 
not only to wage war with the in 
struments of destruction, but also b, 
every means in their power to repa: 
the ravages of the invader, and su: 
tain and renew the spirit of the arm 
and of the homes which they repr- 

The friends of the Americe:. 
Red Cross in Italy, Belgium, a1: 
France have told, and will tell agai: 
the story of how the Red Cross wor: 
ers restored morale in the hospital. 
in the camps, and at the cantonment: 
and we ought to be very proud tha 
we have been permitted to be of serv- 
fice to those whose sufferings an! 
whose glory are the heritage of hu- 
manity. 

Now, by God’s grace, the Red Cross 
Christmas message of 1918 is to be 4 
message of peace as well as a mes 
sage of good-will. But peace does 
not mean that we can fold our hands. 
It» means further sacrifice. We must 
prove conclusively to an attentive 
world that America is permanently 
aroused to the needs of the new era, 
our old indifference gone forever. 

The exact nature of the future serv- 
ice of the Red Cross will. depend upon 
the program of the associated Goyern- 
ments, but there is immediate need 
today for every heartening word and 
for every helpful service. We must 
not ferget that our soldiers and our 
sailors are still under orders, and still 
have duties to perform of the highest 
consequence, and that the Red Cross 
Christmas membership means a grest 
deal to them.

Sir Eric Geddes, describing the in-

FAVORS DRASTIC AUTO LAW. 
Highways Protective Society Sug- 
gests a New State Department. 


The National Highways Protective So- 
clety of 1 West Thirty-fourth Street 
will offer at the next session of the 
Legislature a bill providing for a State 
Motor Vehicle Department headed by a 
Commissioner, and will ask for a law 
which will empower trial judges to re- 
voke or suspend licenses. .~ 

Colonel Edward 8S. Cornell of the Pro- 
tective Society said yesterday that a 
survey for the year disclosed apparently 
unlimited demand for motor vehicles, 
‘appalling carelessness of - automobile 
operators for their own safety and that 
of others, and general recognition that 
the present system of regulation was 
inadequate. Tentative fi es from: the 
Secretary of State, he said, indicate an 
increase of 25 per cent. in registration 
of automobiles over last year. 

Colonel Cornell’ believes. the -.motor 
vehicle problem requires expert treat- 
ment, im ible now because the Sec 
retary of State is so overloaded with 
other work that he cannot give it proper 
attention. The remedy, he thinks, lies 
in relieving him of such duties. 

Colonel Cornell pointed out that ‘ih 
New York City 650 persons are killed 
and more than 25,000. injured annually 
by. motor vehicles, and that conditions 
have become steadily worse. The Pro- 
tective Society wants evéry motor 
vehicle driver subject to rigid tests of 
ability to operate an automobile and of 
physical condition. Colonel Cornell said 


that 86,000 persons. received operator's: 


licenses last year without any inquiry 
into qualifications, and in spite of cer- 
tain knowledge that thousands of them 
were actually incompetent. 


MRS. FIELD TO EXPLAIN. 


Police Call for Inquiry Into Demon- 
stration at Staats-Zeltung.

Cable Situation Grave. 


‘* Cables—There is one thing that calls 
for immediate action. The cable situa- 
tion is and has been grave. Conges- 
tion is now the rule, and accumulation 
of business is at times serious, and 
when the activities of the peace con- 
forence are really commenced in Europe 
it will be greatly increased. 

‘* By one traffic head controlling cable 
operation and a few slight changes tn 
the physical property, which could cen- 
tralize the cable terminals, as it were, 
and which would not involve any dis- 
memberment of the property or could 
not be undone, the efficiency ‘can be 
somewhat increased. That is, the dis- 
tribution of the cable load could. be 
effected more readily and with less 
confusion than under independent and 
coequal traffic management, each more 
or less jealous of his personal preroga- 
tives or of his system, and giving his 
system more consideration than the 
emergency. 

“As pointed out in my letter of Oct. 
22, if it were lawful, or {if it could be 
brought about by the consent of the 
proprietors, it would be a eat feature 
for the commercial and political interest 
of the United States, and of great ad- 
Vantage to every country reached by 
direct communication, if the cable sys- 
tems could be consolidated into one 
system and the cable systems rear- 
ranged and extended more or less as 
outlined in my letter of Oct. 22. 

‘*Such a combination would at once 
bring about an important saving in cost 
of operation, particularly by the. com- 
mercial department. As charges for 
service are dependent on ‘costs, it would 
eventually bring about considerable re- 
ductions in charges. So long as each 
independent cable yea pes must main- 
tain its commercial organization to ob- 
tain and retain its business, so long 
must this cost be distributed in charges 


-for service. 


‘‘A broader, cheaper and more abun- 
dant service will be a most effectual 
adjunct to our own commercial agents 
abroad in securing business for the 
United States industries. There fs al- 
ready an active movement being inau- 
gurated, particularly in South America, 
by German commercial agents to re- 
cover their pre-war conditions, and 
which must be promptly met if the 
United States is to get any advantage 
from the present situation. 

“It would seem that such a merger 
would appeal to the business sense of 
the proprietors of the cables, and could 
be brought about particularly if the 
Government could put itself behind the 
movement. : 

‘““ While considerable can be done in 
improving the cable operation under one 
ae eeament, the big features of a re- 
= ment of the cable situation in- 
volve considerable expense and time. 
Cables take time to build and time to 
lay. There is no manufacturing of sub- 
marine cable established in the United 
States, and orders from American com- 
panies, when placed abroad, are filled 
after requirements of their own .com- 
panies. This is not surmise, it is the 
experience of American Companies need- 
ing cable for repairs and extensions.

The solution of the railroad problem 
of the country is in the hands of the 
; public, according to Theodore P. Shonts, 
President of the Interborough Rapid 
"Transit Company, in a memorandum on 
, ““Today’s Railroad Proeblem,’’ which he 
+ issued yesterday. 

‘“ We must frankly recognize that here 
{ ix a case, not for courts, for tommis- 
+ acnr, or, indeed, for Government,”’ said 
| Mr. Shonts in summing up his exposition 
; of the railroad situation. ‘‘The people 

| will and should decide this issue, and 

_ the greatest service that railroad men 
can perform'‘is to see to it that the 
American people understand clearly the 
momentous issues involved. If the case 
is put clearly before the people I, for 
one, have perfect confilence that their 
, decision will be the same as that of 

{ every" raflroad ‘executive who is seek- 
! ing to promote and preserve the wel- 
‘fare and_ prosperity of our common 
country.’” : 

Mr. Shonts, at the beginning of his 
memorandum, said he 4id not approach 
the problem ‘as a banker or as a Trustee 
for railroad investments, but as a man 
. with many years experience in rail- 
} roading, and with a special experience 
in a plan of working with municipal 
government in transportation problems. 
| Starting from the viewpoint that Gov- 
ernment control as now in effect is a 
| fact, Mr. Shonts said that the present 
system had merits which must not be 
: gacrificed. After summing up the ad- 


vantages. of the present régime, he as-- 


gerted that the issue was in the hands 
of the public, which must*take one of 
two broad policies. 

‘*As one with practical railroad expe- | 
rience and as an observer of. Govern- 
ment Speration throughout the world, I 
am’ convinced that the most economical 
aperation can be attained under private 
ownership,’ he gaid. ‘“‘And the gains 
we have obtained from Government op- 
eration can ‘all be retained under private 
ownership.

g Operation is the inevitable tendency

If the deficit from operations can always 
be made up out of taxation, if there is 
to be no reward for economy and fore- 
thought, it is impossible to expect care- 
ful watchfulness over expenditures.

WAR cpa NOT A BAR 


Some Manufacturers, the ‘marved 
Says, Want All Canceled,.iS0 
They Can Get Civilian Trade. 


The business outigok in, the metropoli- 
tan district is good, the Industrial Bu- 
reau of the Merchants’ Association an- 
mounced yesterday upon the complétion 
of a survey of forty of the ‘most impor- 
tant industries with about ‘‘one-half of 
the normal industrial output.of the New 
York metropolitan district.’’ The report 
says that the cancellation of war con- 
tracts will not have a detrimental effect 
upon many industries and that “manu- 
facturers are eager to resume produc- 
tion of civilian materials. 

‘‘Some manufacturers go so far as 
to state that they would prefer to have 
what Government contracts still re- 
main on their books canceled, . so 
eager “Are they to cater again to the 
civilian trade,’’ the report says. ‘‘ Other 
manufacturers who ordinarily produce 
articles not it demand for war pur- 
posés, and who have been attempting 
to hold their organizations together. by 
converting their facilities to manufac- 
ture new products, are anxious to re- 
turn to their old lines, with which they 
are better acquainted and for which the 
civilian trade now offers a good mar- 
ket. In spite of the general expectation 
of a return to even better business con- 
ditions than those preceding the war, 
in many industries; it®will take a brief 
period, varying from a few weeks to 
three or four months, before this period 
is actually reach 

The survey points out that many 
manufacturers will not put their plans 
for peace trade into effect immediately 
** because they expect that for a few 
weeks at least their business will be 
very. slow because of the uncertainty 
of governmental action in relation to 
certain regulations and restrictions on 
trade and because of the present high 
rate and uncertainty of wages ahd costs 
of materials."’ One reason for delay in 
@maller plants, the survey says, is ‘‘ the 
large amount of capital tied up in raw 
tmhaterials unsuited for the normal pro- 
duction of the plant.’’ 

In the jewelry Lo spe musical instru- 
ment industry, and others regarded as 
non-essential under the war rules the 
recovery will be slow, the survey says, 
because of the need of building of forces 
of beg vagain. Raw materials and 
‘market demand for these articles are 
ample, says the reno but the labor 
skilied in the work is lacking.

tility construction,’’ the survey con- 
pee ‘* Such industries include, for 
instance, paints, varnish, ornamental 
metal work, bolts and nuts, wire, lum- 
ber, sash trimming, furniture and a few 
others. However, the approach of 
Spring and the development of Summer 
ogg a and repair work to make up 
for the several years of building stagna- 
tion will undoubtedly bring normal busi- 
ness back to these lines of industry. 

‘‘Industries which will have a slight 
excess of labor as the result of cancel- 
lation of contracts are steam hammer 
forgings, general machinery, electrical 
machinery and appliances, tools, jigs, 
gauges and fixtures, knit goods and 
shoes. Industries which have been more 
seriously affected are machine tools and 
sheet metal working machinery; en- 
gines and garments, although the 
present ingctivity in the garment indus- 
try is the result more of the labor dis- 
agreements than the cancellation of 
Government contracts. The activity of 
the. civilian trade is sufficient in many 
industries to absorb immediately the ex- 
cess labor thrown on the market by 
those industries affected adversely by 
the ending of the war. Shipbuilding re- 
quires many skilled mechanics.”’ - 

As part of its survey the Industrial 
Bureau gave out a series of reports 
upon individual trades and industries, 
telling of the condition of trade, labor, 
prices and future orders. In practi- 
cally all the industries, except those 
that had undue expansion because of 
war contracts and condition immediate 
prospects of trade are om the sur- 
vey concludes.

PRAISES 102D ENGINEERS. 


Gen. O’Ryan Commends Work of 
New Yorkers at Hindenburg Line. 


A letter congratulating the 102d Engi- 
neers, formerly the 22d Engineers of the 
New York National Guard, for their 
work in breaking, the Hindenburg Tine 
with the British forces, has been writ- 
ten to the unit by Major Gen. John F. 
O’Ryan, commanding the 27th Diviston. 


The letter, given out here yesterday, 
read: 


Since the great battle for the breaking 
of the Hindenburg line, Sept. 25-30, the di- 
vision has been fighting and marching al- 
most continuously. It has fallen to the lot 
of the 102d Engineers to. perform engineer 
service of the greatest importance to the 
success of the operations and to render~- 
that service frequently under heavy enemy 
fire. On two occasions of the greatest mo- 
ment the engineers were pushed into criti- 
cal places in the line to sérve as com- 
batant troops. 

All these operations of the division in 
which the, engineers played so important 
@ part resulted in the forcing of the De 
Seile River, the capture. of the heights on 
the other side, the taking of Se 
Farm, Arbre Guernon, Jonc de Mer Farm, 
La Rue Farm, and the retirement of the 
enemy to the line of the Canal de la 
Sambre. Many hundreds of prisoners and 
much military property were captured. 

Throughout these operations the 102d 
Engineers fully maintained its established 
record for cheerful endurance and efficient 
accomplishment. 

The present commanding officer of the 
102d Engineers is Lieut. Col. William S. 
an- 
derbilt when he was promoted to be a 
Erigadier General and assigned to com- 
mand at Camp Lewis. 


MASARYKCALLEDTO PRAGUE 


President WIIl Leave Paris at Once 
to Convene Czech Parliament. 


PARIS, Dec. 8.—Professor Thomas G. 
Masaryk, President of the Czechoslovak 
Republic, will make only a brief stay in 
Paris, having received werd by courier 
soon after his arrival here,-asking him 
to proceed at once to Prague. Upon his 
arrival there, he informed an_inter- 
viewer, he will convoke the Parliament 
and address to it a message, by cing wo 4 
the political situation and setting fort 
the grave problems confronting the re- 
public in the present circumstances, no- 
tably those having to do with its rela- 
tions with neighboring States. 

President Masaryk said that the re- 
pupae form of government adopted by 

is country seemed likely to be the last- 
ing form, and in fact the only one pos- 
sible. He declared that the best of re- 
lations existed with the Jugoslavs and 
likewise with the Rumanfans and the 
Galician Poles, the aspirations of all 
being dependent oné upon the other. 

As to the Russian situation, President 
Masaryk said he thought it the most 
critical problem for Europe and human- 
ity. Without a strongly organized Rus- 
sia, no stable peace would be possible. 

he Russia of tomorrow, he thought, 
must supply a counterbalance for Ger- 
many. He declared himself against the 
union of the German-Austrians with 
Germany. 

President Poincaré yesterday officially 
received President Masaryk at the Ely- 
sée Palace. Military honors were ac- 
corded him upon his arrival and depart- 
ure from the executive ‘mansion.

“The immense requirements. of war

But 
the gig Es of such drafts is now fortu- 
nateb approaching its end, notwith- 
stan ng the probability, if not certainty, 
of Font er large issues of Government 
bonds during a current fiscal year 
ending June 30, The fact that the 
termination of this period is approach- 
ing does not, however, mean that a 
period of ease or lack of demand for. 
apital has arrived. On the contrar 
the indications of the situation are all 
to the effect that the needs of the com- 
munity and of the world at large for} 
productive resources are likely to in- 
crease rather than grow less; and that || 
thie increase may be expected to proceed’ 
rapidly in the near future. 

“One effect of the war has been to 
produce shortages of materials of pro- 
duction in many different directions, a 
fact which implies that the reserve stock 
wf such articles, always relatively small, 
as compared with total consumption, has 
been allowed to become exhausted. ‘To 
meet all current demands, and thus to 
re-establish such reserve stocks, will be 
a task calling for the increase of pro- 
duction in many lines, particularly as 
the current requirements of the Euro- 
pean nations for material to be used in 
reconstruction systems will constitute an 
abnormal addition to current needs. [It 
must be expected, therefore, that the

_“ Our success in both Houses is as- 
sured,’” said Miss Maud Younger, Chair- 
man of the Lobby Committee of the 
party. ‘‘ The amendment, if handed on 
to the next Republican’ Congress, will 
‘pass with a wide margin in the House 

* ‘of Representatives, and with at least 
two votes to spare in the Senate. 

“In the recent elections 208 suf- 
fragists were re-elected, and all men 
who voted against the amendment Nast 
January. Among these former antis 
‘@everal have already changed their 
position. Out of 115 new men elected, 
‘72 have so far declared their intention 
of supporting the suffrage measure if 
it comes before them, and only one an- 

_mounced himself against it. . 

“In Ohio eight .antis failed of re- 
election. Five of their successors are in 
favor of the amendment; the others have 
met yet been heard from. Of four antis 
re-elected, two have not declared them- 
‘welves ‘supporters. ‘This placeg Ohio, 
which was one of the two States out- 
wide of the South with:a majority 
against suffrage last January, in the 
group of twenty-four Western and Mid- 
dle Western States practically unani- 
mous for the Federal amendment. In 
New Jersey all six suffragists were re- 
elected, and four, anti seats were lost. 
Only two antis are lost in the New. Jer- 
sey delegation. 

Gains-in the South, according to Miss 
Younger, are particularly. -sighificant. 
Several members have beeri won in Ten- 
messee, Kentucky, and Texas.
